Security  for  this  year’s 
Little  500  activities  will  be 
handled  in  very  much  the 
same  way  as  it  has  been  in 
the  past  few  years. 

Campus  security  will  be 
working  in  conjunction  will 
two  or  three  police  officers  to 
keep  activities  at  a  safe  level 
on  Saturday.  Although  they 
were  used  for  security  pur¬ 
poses  last  year,  T  and  J  Se¬ 


curity  Service  in  Monticello 
may  not  be  retained  for  this 
year’s  festivities. 

Security  procedure  will  be 
followed  in  more  or  less  the 
same  way  this  year  as  they 
were  last  year.  Officers  will 
be  checking  identification 
wherever  alcohol  is  served. 
They  will  also  patrol  certain 
areas  of  the  campus. 

Students  will  once  again 
be  given  citations  for  any  out¬ 


wardly  drunken  behavior. 
School  policies  will  be  en¬ 
forced  in  the  manner  that 
they  normally  are.  Violations 
of  these  policies  will  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  disciplinary  action. 

All  of  the  security  officers 
working  at  the  Little  500  will 
be  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Ernest  Watson,  the 
campus  Director  of  Security 
and  Safety.  Mr.  Watson  will 
be  responsible  for  making 


sure  that  school  policies  are 
complied  with  and  for  keep¬ 
ing  the  activities  at  a  rea¬ 
sonably  safe  level.  This  in¬ 
cludes  keeping  spectators  off 
the  race  track  and  from 
standing  on  the  bridges  to 
watch  the  race. 

All  automobiles  must  be 
removed  from  designated 
parking  lots  by  Friday  so  that 
preparations,  practice  and 
the  race  itself  can  be  run.

Have  you  ever  tried  to  ride  a 
bicycle  in  the  country  at  night? 
Considering  the  scarcity  of  street 
lights,  you  better  have  a  light  on 
your  bike  or  be  sure  there  is  a 
full  moon  to  light  your  way. 

What  about  the  road  names? 
What  does  SI 000  or  W600 
mean?  I  much  prefer  names  like 
Buckingham  Road  or  Argyle 
Oval.  Also,  what  kind  of  address 
is  RR4  Box  36A?  Does  that 
person  live  next  to  the  railroad 
tracks? 

Back  in  September,  while  sit¬ 
ting  down  to  eat  a  peanut-butter 
and  jelly  sandwich,  I  first  en¬ 
countered  the  smell  of  pig  ma¬ 
nure.  The  intense  smell  perme¬ 
ated  the  entire  house  as  I  chok¬ 
ingly  wondered  what  it  was;  now 
I  can  honestly  say  the  smell  does 


not  bother  me.  When  1  tell  my 
‘city’  friends  that  there  is  a  dis¬ 
tinct  difference  in  the  smell  of 
cow  manure  and  pig  manure, 
they  say  to  me:  “Ah  yes,  the  age 
of  Enlightenment  continues!”

It  is  a  shame 
that  this  town  has  been  without 
a  theater  for  so  long.  Where  can 
adults  and  children  go  on  week¬ 
ends  but  out  of  town  for  their 


entertainment?  STUFF  reported 
on  November  8,  1990,  that  The 
Ritz’  movie  theater  in  town  is 
being  remodeled.  It  was  also 
reported  that  “the  theater  would 
run  new  movies  when  it  does 
open."

You  shouldn't  have 
kissed  her  without  her  permis¬ 
sion.  If  you're  a  lesbian,  don't 
worry,  because  there  is  nothing 
wrong  with  that.  ‘Studies'  prove 
it.  But  don't  publicize  it  here  at 
SJC.  Get  comfortable  with  your 
sexuality.  One  wonders  what  her 
advice  would  have  been  if  the- 
roommate  had  awakened  and 
responded  positively. 

My  complaint  remains 
that  the  Dear  Jane  columnist  is 
not  informing  the  reader  of  the 
sources  she  consults  when 
sheanswers  these  tough  ques¬ 
tions.  Instead  she  asserts  things 
as  true  without  comment,  when 
in  fact  the  truth  of  her  assertions, 
in  my  view  at  any  rate,  are  any¬ 
thing  but  certain.  Which  studies 
show  that  homosexual  relation¬ 
ships  are  as  satisfying  as  hetero¬ 
sexual  ones?  And  what  does 
'satisfying'  mean  here?  The 
young  lady  who  wrote  In  had  a 
moral  question.  Did  Jane  consult 
philosophers,  theologians  or 


nocent  Impulse  to  show  affection 
for  someone  of  the  same  sex.  You 
assume  the  significant  aspect  of 
the  excessive  drinking  in  this  case 
is  that  it  left  the  roommate  ex¬ 
posed  to  unfair  advantage,  un¬ 
able  to  give  or  refuse  consent, a 
point  well  taken.  Taking  unfair 
advantage  of  any  one  is  a  sin  and 
a  shame,  and  good  reason  for 
feeling  guilty  and  confessing  one's 
sin. 

It  is  hard  to  see,  in  our  culture 
certainly,  but  in  many  others  as 
well,  how  simply  kissing  someone 
should  be  viewed  as  a  terrible 
thing  to  do  under  normal  circum¬ 
stances,  and  even  under  the  con 
ditions  described  in  your  letter. 

When  however  you  raise  the 


psychologists,  who  might  have 
something  nuanced  to  say  about 
the  morality  of  homosexuality?  I 
know  that  she  didn't  consult  me, 
and  1  am  currently  publishin  on 
the  subject  in  moral  theology,  in 
addition  to  conducting  a  class  on 
the  very  topic  of  sexual  morality. 
Had  she  consulted  me  I  would 
have  counselled  her  not  to  use 
such  categorical  language  about 
the  moral  indifference  of  sexual 
orientation.  And  had  sheconsulted 
me  I  would  have  directed  her  to 
some  very  recent  studies  that 
show,  from  both  a  psychological 
and  theological  view,  that  the 
supposed  moral  neutrality  of 
sexual  preference  is  not  so  simple 
as  Jane's  readers,  on  her  author¬ 
ity,  are  likely  to  think. 

I  very  much  like  the  idea  of 
having  a  column  like  that  of  Dear 
Jane  in  STUFF.  It  serves  a  useful 
purpose  of  starting  discussion  on 
very  delicate  and  complicated 
matters.  But  I  would  suggest  two 
things  in  closing:  1 )  that  the  name 
of  the  person  who  actually  writes 
the  column  be  printed  alongside 
it,  so  that  the  readers  of  STUFF 
can  have  some  idea  as  to  who  the 
anonymous  author  of  the  advice 
column  is  (e.g.,  student,  professor, 
trained  counselor,  administrator): 
2)  that  the  column  provide  more 
detailed  information  about  the 
sources  used  in  its  writing.  This 
would  give  the  readership  some 
ability  to  evaluate  the  quality  of 
the  advice,  and  to  determine  for 
themselves  whether  heeding 
Jane's  advice  amounts  to  an  in¬ 
stance  of  the  blindleading  the  bli

possibility  of  lesbianism,  and 
launch  out  into  the  deep,  im¬ 
plying  that  even  then  your 
writer's  feelings  are  unwar¬ 
ranted.  you  rush  in  to  claim 
what  Nietzsche  might  call  good 
news,  but  which  1  would  sug¬ 
gest  calls  for  a  more  careful 
solution. 

The  claim  that  homosexual 
relations  are  just  as  satisfying 
as  heterosexual  relations  is 
wide  of  the  mark,  to  say  the 
least.  It  leaves  out  children,  for 
one,  which  are  or  can  be  the 
greatest  joy  of  all  coming  from 
human  intercourse.  Making 
individual  happiness  however 
the  main  proof  of  the  whole¬ 
someness  of  a  sexual  relation¬ 


ship  blurs  the  issue,  because  it 
focuses  only  on  the  individual, 
and  not  on  the  nature  of  human 
intercourse. 

As  John  Stuart  Mill  sug¬ 
gested,  seeking  wisdom  in  the 
pursuit  simply  of  sensual  satis¬ 
faction  or  happiness  is  like  pur¬ 
suing  the  will  of  the  wisp.  It 
takes  something  more  than 
simply  pleasure  to  give  human 
beings  happiness. 

Knowingand  acceptingyour 
self  and  your  limitations  is.  as 
Socrates  exemplified  long  ago, 
the  beginning  of  a  certain  kind  of 
wisdom.  There  are  many  others, 
however,  that  also  need  to  be 
considered  besides  those  you 
have  mentioned. 


Cautioning  against  any  ex¬ 
pression  of  human  affection  to¬ 
wards  others  of  the  same  sex  on 
this  campus  may  be  warranted, 
as  you  suggest,  but  is  also,  I 
think,  not  enough. 

We  need  to  be  courageous  in 
showing  love  toward  others — all 
others,  on  this  campus  or  any 
where,  whatever  their  moral  per¬ 
suasions,  but  we  need  to  be 
aware  of  the  difference  faith 
makes,  or  should  make,  in  all 
our  relationships.  We  need, 
moreover,  to  distinguish  love, 
which  seeks  the  good  of  the  be 
loved,  from  the  tendency  to  re¬ 
duce  it  to  sexual  or  sentimental 
satisfaction,  which  may  or  may 
not  be  truly  life-giving.

Letter  questions  racial  position 
of  local  stores 


Dear  editor. 

I  am  a  graduating  Senior 
here  at  Saint  Joseph's  College, 
and  in  all  the  years  I  have  at- 
:  tended  I  never  directly  experi¬ 
enced  racial  discrimination. 
Although  I  was  never  the  butt 
of  any  direct  racial  discrimina¬ 
tion,  many  of  my  friends  were. 
Until  very  recently,  I  could  say 
that  I  never  had  trouble  with 
people  in  Rensselaer,  Indiana, 
as  far  as  discrimination.  But 
not  long  ago,  I  submitted  appli 
cations  to  Pick-n-Save,  and 
Walgreens,  and  I  found  out  that 
one  had  to  be  white  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  for  the  job.  Marcia 
Runyan  Burdine,  a  member  of 
the  administration  and  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Career  Planning  and 
Placement,  followed  up  on  the 
applications  that  I  had  submit¬ 
ted  to  these  places.  Before  she 
was  given  the  O.K.  for  me  to 
interview,  someone  at  Pick-n- 
Save  and  Walgreens  asked  if  I 
were  white.  Marcia  asked  if 
that  were  a  requirement  for  the 
job  to  which  they  responded  il 
would  be  better  if  I  were.  Upon 
receiving  this  disturbing  news 
from  Marcia,  I  informed  Dave 
Owens  of  my  dilemma.  He  was 
more  than  willing  to  assist  me 
in  any  way  possible.  Because 
Marcia  had  already  spoken  with 
the  Manager  ofWalgreens,  who 
apologized  for  the  response  of  a 
subordinate,  Dave  and  I  went 
to  Pick-n-Save  to  have  a  talk 
with  their  Manager.  I  told  him 
the  whole  story  to  which  he 
seemed  genuinely  apologetic  to 


the  situation.  The  names  of  the 
people  at  both  stores  were  not 
known,  therefore;  it  was  impos¬ 
sible  to  take  legal  action  as  was 
my  initial  plan.  However,  find¬ 
ing  that  the  Manager  was  very 
sorry  for  what  had  happened, 
and  being  reassured  that  some¬ 
thing  like  this  would  never  hap¬ 
pen  again,  we  left  satisfied. 

If  Saint  Joseph’s  has  taught 
me  anything,  it  has  taught  me  a 
sense  of  responsibility  to  myself 
and  society.  The  Manager  at 


Pick-n-Save  offered  me  a  job. 
but  I  no  longer  wanted  it  be¬ 
cause  there  are  only  a  few  weeks 
left  before  graduation.  I  did  in¬ 
form  him  that  in  the  future  other 
multi  cultural  students  might 
want  a  job,  and  the  students 
should  be  given  an  equal  oppor 
tunity.  He  seemed  agreeable.  In 
conclusion,  if  only  one  black 
student  in  the  next  fifty  years 
works  at  Pick-n-Save  or 
Walgreens,  my  time  and  effort 
was  worth  it.

Washington  (CPS)-  The 
house  overwhelmingly  ap¬ 
proved  a  bill  March  26  to  in¬ 
crease  the  maximum  Pell 
Grant  award  and  allow  as 
many  as  1  million  more  middle- 
income  students  to  participate 
in  the  program. 

In  a  bill  to  re-authorize  the 
Higher  Education  act,  the 
House  voted  to  increase  the 
maximum  grant  from  $2,400 
to  $4,500  a  year  for  needy 
students. 

The  bill  would  also  extend 
Pell  eligibility  to  more  middle- 
income  students  with  family 
incomes  above  $35,000  a  year. 
An  additional  1  million  stu¬ 
dents  could  become  eligible 
for  grants  under  the  bill.  House 
aids  say. 

But  house  education  lead¬ 
ers  also  dropped  a  controver¬ 
sial  plan  to  convert  the  grant 
program  to  an  entitlement  with 
guaranteed  funding.  Some 


Democrats  joined  conserva¬ 
tives  in  questioning  the  cost 
of  the  plan,  which  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  House  educa¬ 
tion  committee  last  year. 

The  most  recent  action 
ends  debate  on  the  entitle¬ 
ment  plan,  at  least  for  this 
year.  The  Senate  already 
dropped  its  entitlement  plan 
in  February  citing  a  lack  of 
support. 

Many  student  groups  and 
educators  have  expressed 
disappointment  with  inaction 
by  Congress,  saying  an  enti¬ 
tlement  would  have  provided 
needed  guarantees  lo  low- 
income  students  struggling 
to  pay  for  college.  As  an 
entitlement.  Pell  Grants 
would  no  longer  be  subject  to 
the  annual  appropriations 
process  that  often  leaves  the 
program  short  of  its  author¬ 
ized  funding  level. 

"We  agree  that  this  bill  is 
a  step  forward,  but  we  re  dis¬ 
appointed  that  the  House 


could  not  bring  forward  a  bill 
that  is  a  giant  step  forward." 
said  Selena  Dong,  legislative 
director  for  the  United  States 
student  association. 

Dong  said  she  expected 
sponsers  of  the  entitlement 
to  introduce  a  separate  bill 
on  the  plan  sometime  in  the 
mid-  1990's. 

Elsewhere  in  its  bill,  the 
House  authorized  a  pilot  pro¬ 
gram  of  direct  student  loans 
provided  through  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities.  More  than  100  schools 
are  expected  lo  participate  in 
the  program,  congressional 
aids  say. 

Under  the  plan,  colleges 
would  take  over  the  duties  of 
banks  in  processing  and  ad¬ 
ministering  student  loans, 
with  the  Department  of 
Education  taking  over  the 
principle  oversight  role.  The 
Bush  administration  has 
expressed  opposition  to  the 
plan. 


The  bill  would  also  remove 
equity  in  a  home  or  farm  as  a 
factor  in  determining  a  fam¬ 
ily's  eligibility  for  major  fi¬ 
nancial  aid  programs.  In 
addition,  it  would  broaden 
eligibility  for  student  loan 
programs  to  include  students 
from  families  earning  as 
much  as  $75,000  a  year. 

The  full  House  approved 
the  bill  by  a  vote  of  365-3. 
The  action  now  moves  to  a 
House-Senate  conference 
committee  that  will  try  to 
resolve  differences  between 
the  competing  House  and 
Senate  proposals. 

The  Senate's  bill,  ap¬ 
proved  Feb.  21.  also  would 
increase  the  maximum  Pell 
Grant  and  open  up  grant  and 
loan  eligibility  to  more 
middle-income  students.  The 
Senate  bill,  however,  does  not 
contain  a  pilot  program  with 
direct  student  loans. 

Both  bills  would  boost  fed¬ 
eral  funding  for  pre-college 


outreach  programs,  particu¬ 
larly  those  aimed  at  low-in¬ 
come,  disadvantaged  high 
school  students. 

Leaders  of  the  two  cham¬ 
bers  will  meet  soon  to  desig¬ 
nate  conferees  for  the  final 
House-Senate  talks  on  the 
bill.  Conferees  are  expected 
to  complete  their  work  some¬ 
time  this  summer.

The  Bulls  need  more  consis¬ 
tent  play  from  their  front-line 
players  if  they  are  to  succeed  in 
the  same  awesome  fashion  as 
Iasi  year.  Bill  Cartwright. 
Stacey  King,  and  Will  Perdue 
are  average  players  who  need  to 
play  their  roles  well  to  insure  the 
Bulls  ultimate  success. 

The  Western  Conference 
features  the  always  spectacu¬ 
lar  Portland  Trailblazers,  who 
are  about  to  clinch  another 
Pacific  division  crown  and  con¬ 
ference-best  record.  They 
should  not  have  problems  with 
the  Johnson-less  Lakers  this 
year,  a  team  they  might  draw  in 
the  first  round.  The  usual  ques¬ 
tion  is  the  Blazers'  ability  to  run 
their  half-court  offense  in  an 
efficient  manner  must  be  an¬ 
swered.

Cedric  Ceballos  and  Mark  West 
should  give  the  Suns  quality  play 
off  the  bench.  Kevin  Johnson 
may  be  ready  to  guide  his  team¬ 
mates  through  the  desert  and 
into  the  promised  land.  The 
Suns  will  score  points  on  any¬ 
one  but  can  they  play  defense? 

Another  team  with  defen¬ 
sive  woes  is  the  Golden  State 
Warriors.  The  Warriors  have 
been  unable  to  contain  the  in¬ 
side  scoring  of  their  opposition.

'These  days,  alternative 
music  seems  to  be  moving  un¬ 
comfortably  towards  the  main¬ 
stream.  Punks  everywhere  are 
watching  in  horror  as  their  for¬ 
mer  icons  are  transformed  into 
corporate  tools.  For  the  past  few 
years.  Public  Image  Limited,  or 
PIL,  have  been  on  a  rather  fright¬ 
ening  downward  spiral,  slowly 
“careering"  towards  the  bottom¬ 
less  Top  40  pit. 

Honestly,  listening  to  the 
band's  last  two  albums,  “Happy," 
and  “9,”  definitely  gave  the  im¬ 
pression  that  Johnny  Rotten, 
symbol  of  disaffected  youth,  was 
truly  dead  and  had  been  replaced 
by  John  Lydon,  moneymaker. 
Just  as  punk's  premiere  icon  is 
about  to  lose  all  credibility  and 
integrity,  he  suprises  his  audi¬ 
ences  yet  again  by  releasing  “That 
What  Is  Not,"  the  finest  album 
PIL  has  released  since  1984's 
“Album'  and  perhaps  the  finest 


his  interview. 

Garrett  performed  a  lip  sync 
routine  to  “Friends  in  Low  Places" 
by  Garth  Brooks  because  “1  per¬ 
sonally  enjoy  the  song  and 
thought  it  would  be  unique,"  he 
said.  “The  cowboy  outfit  just 
seemed  to  fit  right  in  with  the 
act,  so  I  figured  'What  the  heck!' 
it  will  probably  make  people 
laugh  if  nothing  else." 

“This  story  is  true  if  I’m  picked 
to  win,  there  is  a  keg  in  my  room 
and  we're  tapping  at  ten"  was 
Jordy’s  favorite  line  of  the  poem 
about  partying  that  he  read  for 
his  talent  act.  Dressed  in  neon- 
pink  shorts,  Jordy  called  him¬ 
self  “The  Party  Poet."  Jordy  does 
not  take  all  the  credit  for  the 
poem;  he  said,  “I  did  not  write 
the  poem  myself;  Shawn  Carter 
wrote  it  for  me." 

Other  talent  acts  included 
Layhew's  talent  that  “we  all  leam 
when  we  are  babies"... burping, 
Hauser's  imitation  of  Edith 
Bunker  singing,  Kelley's  slam¬ 
ming  of  three  cans  of  pop,  Davis' 
singing  and  Evans'  and  Hilvert's 
lip  sync-ing. 

According  to  Special  Events 
Chairperson  Gwen  Johnson, 
who  coordinated  the  entire  con¬ 
test,  “The  questions  [for  the 
question/answer  part  of  the 
competition]  that  were  used  this 
year  were  better  than  the  sexu¬ 
ally  explicit  ones  from  previous 
years." 


album  released  so  far  this  year. 

“That  What  Is  Not"  opens 
with  a  scathing  and  intelligent 
attackon  censorship  called  “Acid 
Drops.”  Unlike  past  PIL  songs, 
in  which  Lydon  has  tried  to  ig¬ 
nore  and  downplay  both  punk 
rock  and  his  role  in  that  musical 
movement,  “Acid  Drops"  is  a 
celebration  of  the  singer's  corro¬ 
sive  effect  on  the  music  indus¬ 
try.  After  all,  Lydon  has  continu¬ 
ally  deflated  the  industry's 
pomposity  and  has  constantly 
redefined  the  boundaries  of 
modem  rock,  first  with  the  infa¬ 
mous  Sex  Pistols  and  later  with 
PIL.  Ironically,  Lydon  samples 
himself  singing  “No  Future," 
from  The  Sex  Pistols'  “God  Save 
The  Queen,”  at  the  end  of  this 
first  song. 

Lydon  is  no  false  pretender. 
When  he  sings  “They  are  the 
clueless,  living  in  fear/Scared  of 
their  own  sex  or  anything  clear." 


The  question  that  Williams 
drew  from  the  hat  was  “If  you 
could  be  anyone  else  in  the  world , 
who  would  you  be,  and  why?" 
He  responded  by  saying.  “Jesus 
Christ,"  because  he  would  like 
to  “...have  a  whole  lot  of  influ¬ 
ence  on  a  lot  of  people  in  a 
positive  way." 

Garrett  partly  attributed 
Williams'  winning  the  crown  to 
his  response.  He  said,  “When 
someone  brings  in  the  higher 
power  of  Jesus  Christ,  how  can 
anyone  else  even  have  a  chance?" 
He  joked,  “Phil,  you  cheated!" 

Among  the  other  questions 
were  “What  do  you  look  for  in  a 
woman?",  “If  you  could  be  any 
animal,  what  animal  would  you 
be,  and  why?",  “What  is  your 
idea  of  an  ultimate  date?”  and  “If 
there  was  one  woman  celebrity 
you  could  have  a  one-nigh  t-stand 
with,  who  would  it  be,  and  why?" 

The  flex  down  conjured  up 
the  most  controversy  and  mixed 
emotions.  It  all  started  when  the 
second  contestant,  Kelley, 
turned  around  to  display  his  g- 
string-like  shorts:  he  had  cut 
out  the  back,  except  for  a  strip  of 
material  going  up  the  middle. 
The  other  contestants,  except 
Williams,  followed  the  trend  by 
either  stripping  down  to  bikini 
underwear,  pulling  their  shorts 
partly  down  in  the  back,  or  pull¬ 
ing  them  up  in  the  back. 

Many  students  felt  that  the 


he  means  it.  There  is  a  ferocity 
in  his  voice  on  this  album  that 
has  been  missing  from  his  re¬ 
cent  efforts.  He  sneers  his  way 
through  “Luck's  Up"  and  “Love 
Hope,"  sounding  as  Rotten  as 
ever.

“Cruel"  is  composed  of  frag¬ 
mented  images  set  beside  each 
other  (“Too  good  to  be  sinFar  too 
entertaining).  “Good  Things,"  on 
the  other  hand,  is  a  very  clear 
indictment  of  the  state  of  the 
world.  Lines  like  “How  many  po¬ 
litical  despots  work  for  the  USA" 
and  “Free  thought  should  be 
looked  upon  as  an  enemy,  be¬ 
cause  free  thought  went  to  jail.
